noon when he attempted to collect the 
fare, Arthur Cunningham, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Cunningham, of Gettysburg, 
an employe of the Gettysburg Electric 
Railway Co., was rendered unconscious 
for a half hour and was in a serious condi- 
tion some tune after the • accident. Two 
colored men were arrested as suspects to 
county jail. The car was standing on a 
siding when the assault was made. The 
boy was collecting fares and one of the 
negroes refused to pay. Without much 
provocation he struck Cunningham over 
the head and the young man tumbled 
from the car to the adjoining track. He 
was picked up anconscious and a physi- 
cian was summoned.

on the excursion. As a result of a misun- 
derstanding of the leaving time for their 
train, so they say, nearly 150 of them were 
left in Gettysburg in the evening. Word 
was sent to Baltimore and about midnight 
a special train arrived and took them 
home.

Primitive Fire-Light*. 


Many people believe that the orig- 


inal method of finding fire was by the 
simple friction of two pieces of wood. 
The "stick-and-groove" method, in 
which a blunt-pointed stick, is run 
along a groove in a piece of wood ly- 
ing on the ground, is used by the Tahi 
tians, who by>this means can produce 
fire in a few seconds. The aborigines 
of Australia used a stick eight or nine 
inches long which they revolved with 
their hands on another flat piece, us- 
ing as much pressure as possible. 
Many improvements upon this simple 
method are found, as that on the 
principle of the carpenter's brace used

boat built by a Frenchman named De 
Son in the early seventeenth: Century 
was a complete success except that it 
would not run. 


The De Son vessel, built at Rotter- 


dam, was 72 feet in length, with a 
maximum height of 12 feet and beam 
of 8 feet, tapering to points at the end, 
being not unlike the modern sub- 
marine in many of its lines. 


De Son designed his boat to operate 


under water with a clockwork motor 
and to hold an air supply for the crew 
sufficient for three hours. The clock- 
work was supposed to turn a large 
paddle wheel and propel the boat for 
eight hours on one winding. 


This quaint submarine was armed 


with iron pointed at the ends, with 
which to ram ships and crush their 
hulls under water. 


De Son had unlimited faith in his 


vessel and expressed it in the follow- 
ing flow of ancient press agency, as 
translated from an old Dutch print: 


"The inventor of this ship will un- 


dertake to destroy in a single day a 
hundred vessels, and such destruction' 
could not be prevented by fire, storm, 
bad weather or the force of the waves, 
saving only that the Almighty should 
otherwise will it. Vain would it be 
for ships lying in harbor to be regard- 
ed as safe, for the inventor could 
reach anywhere unless prevented by 
betrayal. None but him could control 
the craft Therefore it may truly be 
called the lightning of the sea. 
Its 


power shall be proved by a trip to the 
East Indies in six weeks or to France 
and back in a day, for fast as a bird 
fiieth can one travel in this boat"

launched it refused to move. The 
torque of the clock motor was not able 
to turn the paddle wheel propeller in 
water, although the air test had been 
promising.

Traces ai Ancient Civilization That 


Antedates Anything Known in 


American History Said to Be a 


Discovery of Recent Date. 


The archeological department of the 


University of Nevada aus nearly com- 
pleted the exploration of a cave in Ne- 
vada, sealed up by nature 3,000 years 
ago. It contains relics of what is be- 
lieved to be the ancient race' from 
which the American Indians sprung, a 
race far older than the Aztecs. Among 
the things brought to light is a skull 
declared to be more than 5,000 years 
old certainly and possibly in existence 
several hundred thousand years ago. If 
these surmises are correct, it is older 
than the Piltdown skufl. found in 
Kent, England. 


Along with the skull were found 


many relics of a prehistoric race in a 
remarkable state of preservation, be- 
cause, they have been hermetically 
sealed in nature's own preservatives. 


The first mention of this ancient 


civilization that is remembered by 
white men dates back to 1S44, when 
General Fremont led from California a 
little band of whites across a new trail 
through the Rockies. He followed the 
Hamboldt river until he came to the 
shores of what is now called Hum- 
uoldt lake, a half mile east of the main 
Humboldt range of mountains, and a 
mile south of Lovelock, Nev. In tho 
region of the lake he entered the land 
of the Piute, the chief of whom was 
Winnemucca. The trail makers were 
met by the Indian chieftain with open 
arms. 


General Fremont and his party were 


guests of the Piute band for many 
days. 
Familiarity with other tribes 


had taught Fremont a method of com- 
munication by means of signs. He 
asked the Indian chief if he, in his 
great wisdom', could tell the white 
man whence came the red men—their 
origin. The aged chief by signs indi- 
cated that the history of the Indians 
went back to the beginning of the 
world. It told aim his ancestors had 
driven a whole nation into a huge cav- 
ern and sealed them there to perish. 


When years, later Chief Winnemucca 


had learned the 'white man's tongue 
the Piute legends spread* among' the 
pioneer miners and finally reached the 
ears of scientific men. With the com- 
ing of educators into Nevada in t 
last 25 years interest quickened with 
reported fossil discoveries in the beds 
of extinct rivers and on the falls of 
canyons. 


At Winnemucca's death his daugh- 


ter, Sarah, became attached to the 
family of an army officer, and through 
them the legends became public when 
they were recounted in a book printed 
in 1870. 


Her granddaughter, Sarah Winne 


mucca, was educated in a reservation 
school. Her imagination fired by tne 
legends of her people, she repeated 
them to her instructors, until finally 
Prof. J. C. Jones, chief of the archeo- 
logical department of the state uni- 
versity, determined to make a search 
for the lost cave. The stories Indi- 
cated that it must be-somewhere near 
the Humboldt lake. Sarah Winnemuc- 
ca picked a spot as near as the leg- 
ends could guide her, from which point 
the scientists conducted their search 
successfully. 


Cost of Building Wire Fence. 


An idea of the cost of building 


barbed-wire fence is given in a circu- 
lar relating to fence building in North 
Dakota, recently issued by the United 
States department of agriculture. The 
costs in North Dakota are high, owing 
to the fact that all material, including 
posts, must be shipped in, and for this 
reason the figures are thought to rep- 
resent practically a maximum for tLis 
country. The maximum cost per rod 
Is 3S.U cents, for a three-'vdre fence 
with posts spaced one rod apart A 
two-wire fence with posts spaced one 
rod apart costs 32.2 cents per rod; a 
four-wire fence with posts spaced-two 
rods apart costs 29.7 cents, and a five- 
wire fence with posts spaced three 
rods apart, 30 cents. The figures also 
show the low cost of wire as compared' 
with posts both in construction and in 
upkeep.—Popular Mechanics. 


City Under International Rule. 


When the plans are in full opera- 


tion for the government of Tangier, 
Morocco, "the first really interna- 
tional city of the world," the commu 
nity will have as a legislative body an 
assembly chosen by popular vote and 
composed of 24 Moroccan members 
and 11 foreigners, representatives oJ 
the powers. A mixed court is provid- 
ed for. along the lines of the interna- 
tional court in Egypt The arrange- 
ment is that it is to consist of twc 
Frenchmen, one of whom will pre- 
side; two Spaniards, two Englishmen 
and one German. A Spaniard Is to be 
public prosecutor. The war, of course,

In both devices the one obstacle 
which for so many hundreds of years 
prevented success was the problem of 
motive power.

Thus we find that the underwater 
boat built by a Frenchman named De 
Son in the early seventeenth century 
was a complete success except that it 
would not run. 


The De Son vessel, built at Rotter­ 
dam, was 72 feet in length, with a 
maximum height of 12 feet and beam 
of 8 feet, tapering to points at the end, 
being not unlike the modern sub­ 
marine In many of its lines. 


De Son designed his boat to operate 
under water with a clockwork motor 
and to hold an air supply for the crew 
sufficient tor three hours. The clock­ 
work was supposed to turn a large 
paddle wheel and propel the boat for 
eight hours on one winding. 


This quaint submarine was armed 
with iron pointed at the ends, with 
which to ram ships and crush their 
hulls under water. 


De Son had unlimited faith in his 
vessel and expressed it In the follow­ 
ing flow of ancient press agency, as 
translated from an old Dutch print: 


“The inventor of this ship will un­ 
dertake to destroy in a single day a 
hundred vessels, and such destruction 
could not be prevented by fire, storm, 
bad weather or the force of the waves, 
saving only that the Almighty should 
otherwise will it. 
Vain would it be 


of his weeping friends? Then, at a 
later period, the books of E P. Roe 
were standard Sunday fiction.

Primitive Fire-Lights. 


Many people believe that the orig­ 
inal method of finding fire was by the 
simple friction of two pieces of wood.

“stick-and-groove” 
method,

Cost of Building Wire Fence. 


An idea of the cost of building 
barbed-wire fence is given in a circu­ 
lar relating to fence building in North 
Dakota, recently issued by tho United 
States department of agriculture. The 
costs in North Dakota are high, owing 
to the fact that all material, including 
posts, must be shipped in, and for this 
reason the figures aro thought to rep­ 
resent practically a maximum for this 
country. 
The maximum cost per rod 
is 36.9 cents, for a three-wire fence 
with posts spaced one rod apart. 
A 
two-wire fence with posts spaced one 
rod apart costs 32.2 cents per rod; a 
four-wire fence with posts spaced two 
rods apart costs 29.7 cents, and a five- 
wire fence with posts spaced three 
rods apart, 30 cents. The figures also 
show the low cost of wire as compared 
with posts both In construction and in 
upkeep.—Popular Mechanics.

FINDS LESSON IN THE WAR 


Dean Hodges Points Out Foi-r Things 


Learned a* Revult of Great 


Struggle- 


That there arc four great lessons be- 


ins taught by the present war in Eur- 
ope was the declaration of Deaa 
George Hodges of Cambridge Theolog- 
ical seminary, former rector of Cal- 
vary Epsicopal church, Cambridge, in 
a sermon on "The War." from the pul- 
pit he used to occupy in Calvary, re- 
cently. 


"This war will teach that a nation 


is not exalted by material strength," 
said he. "To be exalted a nation must 
have, beside material strength, the 
true ideals of brotherhood. The sec- 
ond lesson tbat this war is teaching is 
that might is not right, and any nation 
that thinks so to the contrary will re- 
gret it. The third lessen is that peo- 
ple have been wrong in saying that, 
men are invincibly selfish, for this war 
offers thousands and thousands of 
cases of men gladly eivine un thfir 
lives. The fourth lesson is that the 
old belief tbat war is glorious is a 
false belief. War is far from glorious 
and we are realizing it today as never 
before. Because of the neglect ot" na- 
tional Christianity we find this war 
existing today. Christianity is for na- 
tions as well as for individuals and 
that will be the one great, comprehen- 
sive lesson this war will teach." 


Famous Royal Artillery Band. 


One of .the most famous bands is 


that of the Royal artillery. Many per- 
sons who have attained distinction in 
the musical world lia^-e been connect- 
ed with the Royal artillery or its band. 
Among them was Sims Reeves, who 
was the son of a bandsman, and who, 
in his boyhood, sang in the military 
choir at Woolwich.

ICY DESSERTS. 


The fact that ice and snow sur 
round us doos not deprive us of the 


taste for frozen dishes 
and tho convenience of 
freezing water to make 
ice helps to make tho 
dessert a very reason* 
able one. 
Put a pail or 
pan 
of 
water 
outside 
over night and have a 
block of ice for the freez­ 
ing of the dessert. 


Fro/en Fig Custard.—Beat the yolks 
of six eggs until well broken, add to 
a quart of rich milk nnd a cup of 
granulated 
sugar. 
Cook 
until 
the 
spoon is coated and set away to cool. 
When cold, flavor with lemon and add 
a cup of steamed, finely chopped figs. 
Then add a pint of whipped cream, 
the whites of the eggs beaten stiff 
and turn into the freezer. 
Open and 
stir the fruit that has settled Jo the 
bottom after it is half frozen. 


Frozen Chocolate.—Melt four ounces 
of chocolate by putting into a pan 
over hot water, add one and a half 
cupfuls of granulated sugar and stir 
until this is melted; then add a cup­ 
ful of rich milk or thin cream and 
boil for one minute. Meanwhile, have 
a tablespoonful of gelatin melted in a 
quarter of a cupful of cold water, and 
when softened, add to tho hot mixture. 
When cold add a teaspoonful of va- 
nilla, a pinch of salt and three cupfuls 
of cream, whipped. 
Pour into a mold 
and pack in ice and salt. 
Four part.i 
of ice to one of salt. 


Coffee Ice.—Make a quart of strong, 
clear coffee, sweeten it with six table* 
spoonfuls of sugar, cool and partly 
freeze. 
When it is like frappe add 
the whites of two eggs, beaten stiff, 
and finish freezing. 
Serve in sherbet 
glasses with whipped sweetened ereain 
on each glass. 


Fig Charlotte Russe.—Have ready 
six or eight figs cooked tender in 
boiling water, sweeten with three ta­ 
blespoonfuls of sugar and add two 
tatflespoonfuls of lemon juice. Soften 
a fourth of a package of gelatin in a 
fourth of a cupful of milk, add three- 
fourths of a cupful of hot milk, one- 
fourth of a cupful of sugar, the figs 
cut in bits and the sirup in which they 
were cooked. 
Turn into glass cups 
lined with ladyfingers; decorate witb 
strips of figs.

European Armies Have Found It of 
the Greatest Value in Their 
Operations.

The making of a savory, well-sea­ 
soned sauce, is an art.

spoonful of mushroom sauce and a jar 
of spices and herbs will give variety 
to a score of sauces. One of the meth­ 
ods so commonly used that given a 
fiat, stale and colorless sauce or gravy 
is the one of stirring milk with fiour 
and turning that into the roasting pan 
with the gravy. 
A rich brown sauce 
may be made by using the very same 
materials, but combining them differ­ 
ently. 
Put the fiour, ^ tablespoonful 
& 
or two, in the hot fat in the pan, stir 
until well browned, then add the liquid, 
whether milk or stock or water, 


By adding caramel or kitchen bou­ 
quet to a gravy the color is made rich-, 
er or by browning the butter and fiour 
and keeping it on hand to use for 
thickening sauces and gravies, the 
same results obtain. 


Flavoring Spices.—Take a fourth of 
a pound of black pepper, two ounces 
of ginger, one ounce of grated nutmeg, 
the same of allspice, cinnamon and 
cloves, all ground, and a half pound 
of salt, Put these ingredients through 
a fine sieve several times, to be sui*e 
they are well mixed and blended, and 
keep closely covered to keep the salt 
dry. 
It is a good plan to thoroughly 
dry the salt before it is mixed with 
the other ingredients. 
Add in small 
quantities as needed to season sauces. 


For the plain white sauce, which is 
so much used for fish, meat and vege­ 
table sauces, prepare by melting two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, adding two 
tablespoonfuls of fiour when the butter 
is bubbling hot, then w'hen well mixed 
add a cup of rich milk. The sauce is 
varied by the amount of fiour and but­ 
ter, as well aj the amount of liquid 
added. 


This same sauce may be used, with 
a quurt of milk, for an oyster stew, or 
v,ith chopped, cooked oysters in it, 
for a fish sauce; with capers, for a 
mutton sauce and with any kind of 
fish for fish croquettes. 


Although an engine new to warfare, 
the armored motor car has proved ex­ 
tremely useful, especially for outpost 
and scouting duty. 
Fast, silent, and 
mobile, it covers a vast amount of 
ground on the splendid roads that 
crisscross the field of war in ^western 
Europe. Most of the cars are incased 
In a light frame of tough steel plate 
that ranges in thickness from three- 
sixteenths of an inch to a quarter of 
an inch, and that is impervious to rifle 
and machine-gun fire. All the vulner­ 
able paits of the motor, such as the 
radiator and steering -gear, and in 
some of the newest cars tho wheels, 
are protected by the steel covering. 
The wheels, both wood and wire, are 
said to withstand tho roughest sort of 
usage. 
Accidents to the tires 
are 
much less common than anyone would 
expect 
Tho cars carry a light arma­ 
ment—one or two machine guns so 
mounted that they 
can 
be 
swung 
through 
a complete 
circle—and 
a 
large 
supply 
of 
ammunition. 
The 
crew, which may number from four to 
eight or more men, are armed with 
rifles and revolvers. Some of the cars 
have a steel superstructure that rises 
from the chasis frame high enough 
to enable the crew to stand upright, 
and that is capped with a domed roof, 
from which bullets and shrapnel usu­ 
ally fly oft at a sharp angle without 
even denting the steel.—Youth’s Com­ 
panion.

The automobile industry is one of 
the few lines of American manufac­ 
ture which will get more permanent 
good than harm out of the European 
war.

Rural Post Express. 


If plans now being considered by Fourth 


Assistant Postmaster General Blakeslee 
are carried to consummation, a rural par- 
cel post express motor line is soon to be 
established between York and Gettysburg 
for the accommodation of farmers, mer- 
chants and consumers, says the York Dai- 
ly. The scope of the parcel post system 
is growing and great improvements in the 
facilities of the system are in contempla- 
tion. Several experimental motor express 
lines are to be established in various parts 
of the country and it is proposed to select 
the highway between York and Gettys- 
burg as one of these experimental lines, be- 
cause a^tipical agricultural and industrial 
community would be traversed. In estab- 
lishing the proposed line the purpose would 
be to provide the people living in the ter- 
ritory to be traversed ready facilities for 
the quick shipment of such perishables as 
milk, butter, eggs, dressed poultry, fresh 
meats, vegetables, and other farm produce. 
At the beginning daily round trips would 
be made and a covered auto truck of large 
carrying capacity would be used. As the 
patronage of the line would grow, the 
number of the cars, would be increased to 
meet demands. 


Cannot Sell Bounty Claims. 
f-Dear Sir:—Our attention h a s 
just 


been attracted to a condition relating to 
the payment of bounties that calls for im- 
mediate action upon the part of this office 
if trouble and loss to certain parties are to 
be avoided. I refer to the practice here- 
tofore followed by Justices and others in 
this commonwealth of advancing to claim- 
ants for bounties the amounts that may 
be set forth in their probate, or of buying 
such claims at a discount, and collecting 
the face value of the claim from those di- 
rected to pay same. 


The Act of April 15th, 1915, relating to 


the payment of bounties, provides that 
the bounties paid under its provisions 
shah1 be paid in a prescribed way by check 
from the State Treasurer to the person 
Jailing the animal as named in the affida- 
vit forwarded to this office. To attempt 
to forward checks to other persons is not 
authorizedjby law, and for us to attempt 
to keep track of those who might buy up 
claims of this kind would require a special 
line of bookkeepers in this office, which 
for various reasons cannot he attempted. 


For these reasons, those who have in the 


past been in the habit of advancing mon- 
ey to bounty claimants are warned not to 
continue this practice, as no claim will be 
certified by this office to the Auditor Gen- 
eral for payment except in the name of ! 
the party making the affidavit to the kill- 
jng.

None After This Year. 


There will be no more paper balloon as- 


censions to celebrate anniversary of the 
nation's birth, July Fourth, in Pennsylva- 
nia after Janury 1st, next. An act of As- 
sembly approved by Governor Brumbaugh 
positively forbids any person to have pa- 
per balloons in his or her possession for 
any purpose whatever after the date men- 
tioned. Violation of this law means a fine 
not exceeding §200 and imprisonment for 
60 davs. There has been complaint that 
the balloons sent up each ^Fourth of July- 
are responsible for many disastrous fires. 
Cotton soaked with alcohol or other in- 
flammable liquid is the inflation and 
when the floaters alight with the alcohol 
still burning there is a fire if anything 
burnable comes in contact with the blaze.

Counties Must Pay 


Costs of Primaries. 


Harrisburg, June 2.—The Sproul Senate 


bill providing that counties shall pay the 
cost of primaries which it is estimated will 
save the state about $400,000 a year, was 
announced today as approved by Govern- 
or Brumbaugh. The bill is one of the se- 
ries designed to save expenses for the State 
and repeals the portion of the Primary act 
relative to payments by the Common- 
wealth. 


The following Senate'bills were approv- 


ed: 


Prohibiting employment of persons suf- 


fering from contagious or infectious diseas- 
es in hotels, restaurants, dining cars or 
public eating places; requiring thorough 
cleansing of .all utensils, for individual 
towels and drinking vessels. The penalty 
is from $5 to $100 fine or imprisonment of 
not over 30 days. 


Permitting married women who have 


been separated from husbands for a year 
or more to engage in business on their 
own responsibility. 


Amending Marriage License law so that 


an officer of the Orphans' Court may ap- 
point a guardian to consent to issue a li- 
cense for a minor m absence of judge of 
Orphans' Court. 


To Aid In Reducing Disease. 
Under the provisions of an Act which 


has received the approval of Governor 
Brumbaugh, every teacher, principal, sup- 
erintendent, or other person in charge of a 
public, private, parochial, Sunday or other 
school, will be required to report to the 
health officer of a city, borough or town- 
ship, as the case may be, any unusual rash, 
skin eruption, sore throat, symptons of 
whooping cough, or any disease of the eye, 
noticed in any child or person attending 
such school, shall immediately exclude 
such child or other person from schools 
pending the action of the health authori- 
ties and shall report such fact to the health 
officer of city, borough or township as the 
case may be, This act also provides for 
a reduction of the quarantine period for 
measles, German measles, mumps and 
chicken-pox to 16 days if'the attending 
physician so requests and certified to the 
recovery of the person so afflicted. 
The 


quarantine period for these diseases here- 
tofore has been 21 days 


When the body of Reuben Billiard, who 


died in a hospital in Kane, was carried'in 
the home of his 92-year-old mother at 
Frostburg, the 26-year search of Mrs. Car- 
lisle Billiard for her son was ended. HH- 
liard, who was in Johnstown at the time 
of the flood on May 31st, 1889, was believ- 
ed by his relatives to have been a victim 
of the catastrophe. Later, hearing of a 
Billiard residing in Maine, Mrs. Hilliard 
wrote to the person, but never received a 
reply. When Hilliard, who was a recluse, 
died, the letter from his mother mailed 
him 16 years ago, was found in his effects. 
To his aged mother goes a fortune of $16,- 
000, left by her long-lost son.

that thinks so to the contrary will re- ! 
gret it. Tho third lesson is that peo- I 
pie have been wrong In saying that 1 
mou are invincibly selfish, for this war j 
ofTers thousands and thousands of 
cases of men gladly giving up their 
lives. 
Tho fourth lesson is that the 
old belief that war is glorious is a 
false belief. War is far from glorious 
and we aro realizing it today as never 
before. Because of the neglect or na­ 
tional Christianity we find this war 
existing today. Christianity is for na­ 
tions as well as for individuals and 
that will be the one great, comprehen­ 
sivo lesson this war will teach.“ 


Famous Royal Artillery Band.

Many per­ 
sons who have attained distinction in 
the musical world havo been connect­ 
ed with the Royal artillery or its band.

After-School Practice Hours May B© 
Lightened as Result of New 
System. 


As tho result of a system of mu­ 
sical time-recording records for talk­ 
ing machines lately devised by Jutes 
Louis-Elson of Kar Rockaway, N. Y., 
tho prospect of after-school practice 
hours on the piano stool may be light­ 
ened for juvenile music students. 


Tho principles contained in ¿what 
the inventor terms his “scenario” may 
be interpreted on six double-disk talk­ 
ing machine records, or, the same re­ 
sult may be obtained in a condensed 
form by combining all of tho musical 
counting or time recording on or 
rccord only. 


On one side af the rccord are e 
amples cited by the instructor in or; 
text; on the other side is the on 
count of beats, as. 1, 2 ; 1 , 2, 3; 1, I 
3, 4, etc. 
A concluding specimen of 
tho oral instruction text is as fol­ 
lows: “For example, let us take the 
Presto form 
(the rccord 
plays 13 
bars). 
Now, when you consult the 
printed music you will notice that the 
quarter, or C (as it is printed), i* 
barred. 
This serves to indicate that 
one should count in two. 
The record 
now sings as a teacher does the pre­ 
viously played bars of the Presto, em­ 
phasizing tho count: 3,2; 1, 2. Thank 
you."

Rural Post Express. 


If plans now being considered by Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General Blakeslec 
arc carricd to consummation, a rural par­ 
cel post express motor line is soon to be 
established between York and Gettysburg 
for the accommodation of farmers, mer­ 
chants and consumers, says the York Dai­ 
ly. The scopc of the parcel post system 
is growing and great improvements in the 
facilities of the system arc in contempla­ 
tion. Several experimental motor express 
lines are to be established in various parts 
of the country and it is proposed to select 
the highway between York and Gettys­ 
burg as one of these experimental lines, be­ 
cause a'tipical agricultural and industrial 
community would be traversed. In estab­ 
lishing the proposed line the purpose would 
be to provide the people living in the ter­ 
ritory to be traversed ready facilities for 
the quick shipment of such perishables as 
milk, butter, eggs, dressed poultry, fresh 
meats, vegetables, and other farm produce. 
At the beginning daily round trips would 
be made and a covered auto truck of large 
carrying capacity would be used.

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Cannot Sell Bounty Claims* 
"Dear Sir:—Our attention h a s 
just 
been attracted to a condition relating to 
the payment of bounties that calls for im­ 
mediate action upon the part of this office 
if trouble and loss to certain parties arc to 
be avoided. I refer to the practice here­ 
tofore followed by Justices and others in 
this commonwealth of advancing to claim­ 
ants for bounties the amounts that may 
be set forth in their probate, or of buying 
such claims at a discount, and collecting 
the face value of the claim from those di­ 
rected to pay same. 


The Act of April 15th, 1915, relating to 
the payment of bounties, provides that 
the bounties paid under its provisions 
shall be paid in a prescribed way by check 
from the State Treasurer to the person 
killing the animal as named in the affida­ 
vit forwarded to this office. To attempt 
to forward checks to other persons is not 
authorizedjbj'’ law, and for us to attempt 
to keep track of those who might buy up 
claims of this kind would require a special 
line of bookkeepers in this office, which 
for various reasons cannot be attempted. 


For these reasons, those who have in the 
past been in the habit of advancing mon­ 
ey to bounty claimants are warned not to 
continue this practice, as no claim will be 
certified by this office to the Auditor Gen­ 
eral for payment except in the name of 
the party making the affidavit to the kill­ 
ing.

There will be no more paper balloon as­ 
censions to celebrate anniversary of the 
nation's birth, July Fourth, in Pennsylva­ 
nia after Janury 1st, next. An act of As­ 
sembly approved by Governor Brumbaugh 
positively forbids any person to have pa­ 
per balloons in his or her possession for 
any purpose whatever after the date men­ 
tioned. Violation of this law means a fine 
not exceeding S2 0 0 and imprisonment for 
CO days. There has been complaint that 
the balloons sent up each [Fourth of July 
are responsible for many disastrous fires. 
Cotton soaked with alcohol or other in­ 
flammable liquid is the inflation and 
when the floaters alight with the alcohol 
Btill burning there is a fire if anything 
burnable comes in contact with the blaze.

Counties Must Pay 


Costs of Primaries* 


Harrisburg, June 2 .—The Sproul Senate 
bill providing that counties shall pay the 
cost of primaries which it is estimated will 
save the state about $400,000 a year, was 
announced today as approved by Govern­ 
or Brumbaugh. The bill is one of the se­ 
ries designed to save expenses for tlieState 
and repeals the portion of the Primary act 
relative to payments by the Common­ 
wealth. 


The following Senate‘bills were approv­ 
ed : 


Prohibiting employment of persons suf­ 
fering from contagious or infectious diseas­ 
es in hotels, restaurants, dining cars or 
public eating places; requiring thorough 
cleansing of ,all utensils, for individual 
towels and drinking vessels. The penalty 
is from $ 5 to $ 1 0 0 fine or imprisonment of 
not over 30 days. 


Permitting married women who have 
been separated from husbands for a year 
or more to engage in business on their 
own responsibility. 


Amending Marriage License law so that 
an officer of the Orphans' Court may ap­ 
point a guardian to consent to issue a li­ 
cense for a minor in absence of judge of 
Orphans' Court.

To Aid In Reducing Disease. 
Under the provisions of an Act which 
has received the approval of Governor 
Brumbaugh, every teacher, principal, sup­ 
erintendent, or other person in charge of a 
public, private, parochial, Sunday or other 
school, will be required to report to the 
health officer of a city, borough or town­ 
ship, as the case may be, any unusual rash, 
skin eruption, sore throat, symptons of 
whooping cough, or any disease of the eye, 
noticed in any child or person attending 
such school, shall immediately exclude 
such child or other person from schools 
pending the action of the health authori­ 
ties and shall report such fact to the health 
officer of cit}', borough or township as the 
case may be, This act also provides for 
a reduction of the quarantine period for 
measles, German measles, mumps and 
chicken-pox to 16 days if'the attending 
physician so requests and certified to the 
recovery of the person so afflicted. 
The 
quarantine period for these diseases here­ 
tofore has been 21 days

Atlanta, Ga.—When Frederick A. 


Hyde, sixty-seven years old, million- 
aire land dealer and former president 
of the board of educatida of San Fran- 
cisco, left the federal 
penitentiary 


here, after serving 16 months, his first 
statement was that those months had 
been the most useful of his whole life. 
He added that he would return to his 
home in California, where his wife, 
daughter and three sons are waiting 
for him, not afraid to look any man in 
tLe face. 


"Not only have these 16 months 


been the most useful in my career," 
said Hyde, "but this period has been 
the happiest of my life, and I have de- 
rived more good from my work at the 
prison than at any other time." 


Sentence Is Commuted.

Hyde was imprisoned in December, 


1913, after one of the most sensational 
court battles in the history of the 
country. He was sentenced to serve 
two years for alleged conspiracy in 
land frauds, but the sentence was 
commuted by President Wilson. 


At the 
penitentiary 
Hyde was 


known among his fellow prisoners as 
the "angel convict," because of his 
work to better the conditions 'of the 
other prisoners, especially those who 
were poor. He was assigned to the 
prison newspaper, Good Works, and 
in the performance of his duties was 
allowed to go to all parts of the 
prison and mingle with all the con- 
victs. 


Prom the first he took an interest 


In their welfare. He found that base- 
ball and a few worn-out movie films 
were the only amusements in the 
'prison. He laid out plans for a com- 
plete athletic field which, with money 
furnished by himself, was constructed 
V Hyde and his fellow prisoners.

United states Is Row Clearing 


House For Diplomacy. 


LARGER STAFFS ARE NEEDED 


Entrance of Italy Imposes Huge New 


Burden on AH Our Embassies—Bel. 
ligercnts Presumed to Pay the Coat, 
but Suggestion la Made That We 
Do It. 


Washington.—With Italy in the war, 


the Uuited States comes near to being 
the diplomatic clearing house of the 
^Lole world. 


If the United States should go Into 


the -war the diplomacy of the world 
would be near the point of blowing up. 


Austrian diplomatic and consular af- 


fairs ~have been turned over in Italy to 
the American officials. 


This will be one more big burden 


shouldered off on the overworked 
American agents in several countries. 
Already Americans are handling these 
affairs for warring powers all around 
the world. 


The addition of the complicated con- 


cerns of Germany, Italy and Austria 
will necessitate special provision of 
more personnel and further drafts on 
this countrj's resources of people 
trained for this kind of service. 
/ 


Until now Italy and the United 


States have been the only ftrst class 
powers not involved in the war. In or- 
dinary circumstances the Italians would 
have been asked to divide with the 
Americans the duty of playing first 
friend to the warring nations. 


But in the present instance it was

Both sides were 
exerting every influence to enlist her, 
and it was therefore inexpedient for 
either belligerent to intrust its diplo- 
matic concerns to her. 


Thus the United States from the be- 


ginning was indicated as the central 
office of diplomacy. 


It would be well nigh impossible to 


catalogue tlie duties that fall to the 
diplomatic agents of the mutually 
friendly power which takes over this 
set of relations when war breaks out. 
In England, for instance, there was a 
large populatioin of Germans and Aus- 
trlans. Some were naturalized; some 
.were not. Many of both classes were 
property owners. Some were anxious 
to get out of the country; others were 
Just as anxions that they should not be 
forced out of it. American agents had 
to look after their interests. 


When the war got fairly under way 


camps for prisoners of war began to 
be established in all the warring coun- 
tries. Complaints came from these, and 
American diplomats had to look after 
the interests of British and French and 
Russian prisoners in Germany and Aus- 
tria and vice versa. Commissions have 
been sent to supplement the efforts of 
the regular diplomatic establishment in 
this regard. 


Not the least difficult services re- 


quired of the American consuls and 
diplomats have been In connection 
with the colonial internments of bel- 
ligerents. Tims there hare been es- 
tablished in India, in Canada and in 
Australia special camps for taking 
care of citizens of enemy countries. 
Many hundreds of men are held in 
the big internment establishments, 
while their families have required at- 
tention elsewhere because they have 
not been formally interned, but left 
largely to shift for themselves. These 
caaes have created a set of problems, 
not new to diplomacy, but never to

RAGE SUICIDE LAID 


TO GIRLS' COLLEGES 


Coeducation Is Urged as the 


More Desirable Course. 


Pittsburgh. — Separate colleges for 


women in the United States should be 
abolished and coeducation substituted, 
according to Professors Roswell John- 
son and Bertha J. Stutzmann of the 
University of Pittsburgh. 


This conclusion is based on the 


charge that women's colleges contrib- 
ute largely to race suicide among the 
best elements of the American popula- 
tion. 


In support of this contention the rec- 


ords of Wellesley college have been 
analyzed and the results published in 
the Journal of Heredity, the organ of 
the American Genetic association of 
this city. 


The investigators found that twenty 


years after graduation fewer than one- 
half of the girls have married. These 
have borne only one and one-half chil- 
dren each. 


Taking all the students into account 


and allowing enough time to elapse so 
that it is probable they will bear no 
more children, the Investigators next 
found that the Wellesley girls contrib- 
ute less than one child each to the 
race—that is, they do not even repro- 
duce their own number. And the hon- 
or students, who from a eugenic point 
of view are assumed to be the pick of 
the lot, do only about a third as well 
as this. 


To maintain a stationary population 


the writers say that every married wo- 
man should bear four children. Prom 
this point of view they believe that the 
women's colleges are hastening the ex- 
tinction of the old American stock. 


The colleges are blamed for failure 


to give girts an opportunity to meet 
young men and for failure to make 
them desirous or competent to be wives 
and mothers. It Is shown statistically 
that the marriage rate of "coeds" is 
considerably better, and it is remarked 
that at Wellesley the students are for- 
bidden to receive men callers even on 
Sunday, their only free day. 


Viewed as to marriageability, the In- 


vestigators consider a woman most at- 
tractive during her college years, and 
they declare it of vital importance that 
yonng men should be allowed to meet 
her in that period. 


NO BOOZE TO INDIANS. 


California Law Forbids Sale to Any of 


Them. 


Sacramento, Cal.—It Is made illegal 


to sell intoxicating Hqnors to "squaw 
men" or any one who lives or associ- 
ates with Indians and to any person of 
part Indian blood under a bill by As- 
semblyman Phelps Just signed by Gov- 
ernor Johnson. 


The bill aims to end an asserted prac- 


tice of white persons purchasing liquor 
to carry into the camps and villages of 
Indians in the remote mountain dis- 
tricts.'

California Millionaire Says Term 
Was “ Most Useful in My 
Career.” 


MAN THOUGHT DEAD 
TWENTY YEARS LIVES 


CALLED PRISON ANGEL 


F. A. Hyde, Land Speculator, Recently 
Released 
From 
Federal 
Prison, 
Does Great Work Among His 
Fellow Convicts. 


Atlanta, Ga*—When Frederick A. 
Hyde, sixty-seven years old, million« 
sire land dealer and former president 
of the board of education of San Fran­ 
cisco, left the federal penitentiary 
here, after serving 16 months» his first 
statement was that those montfis had 
been the most useful of his whole life. 
He added that fie would return to his 
home in California, where his wife, 
daughter and three sons are waiting 
for him, not afraid to look any man in 
tl<e face. 


“Not only have these 16 months 
been tho most useful in my career,” 
said Hyde, “but this period haB been 
tho happiest of my life, and I have de­ 
rived more good from my work at the 
prison than at any other time.” 
Sentence Is Commuted. 


Hyde was imprisoned in December, 
1913, after one of the most sensational 
court battles in the history of the 
country. 
He was sentenced to serve 
two years for alleged conspiracy in 
land frauds, but the sentence was 
commuted by President Wilson. 


At 
the 
penitentiary 
Hyde 
was 
known among his fellow prisoners as 
the “angel convict,” because of his 
work to better the conditions of the 
other prisoners, especially those who 
were poor. 
He was assigned to the 
prison newspaper, Good Works, and 
in the performance of his duties was 
allowed to go to all parts of the 
prison and mingle with all the con­ 
victs. 


From the first he took an interest 
in their welfare. He found that base­ 
ball and a few worn-out movie films 
were the only amusements in the 
'prison. He laid out plans for a com­ 
plete athletic field which, with money 
furnished by himself, was constructed 
by Hyde and his fellow prisoners. 
Great Work in Prison. 


Hyde’s greatest work in the prison 
was with the unfortunate men who 
finished their terms but looked upon 
freedom with no pleasure because

Best In Half a Century, Says 


Government Expert. 


Hereford, Tex.—This is to be the 


greatest year for stockmen of the south- 
west in half a century, according to 
Dr. George A. Lipp of the bureau of 
animal industry of the department of 
agriculture, who recently made a tour 
of parts of Texas and New Mexico. 


"Taken as a whole, last winter was 


hard on both cattle and sheep," says 
Dr. Lipp, "but the loss has been com- 
paratively small, less even than in less 
severe winters, because the stockman 
has learned how to take care of his 
stock. They have come to realize that 
they must feed; that winter range 
nlone will not produce the income to 
which they are entitled. 


"Cattle and sheep are worth too much 


these days to lose. Ewes are worth 
$6.50 a head and wool is likely to be 
worth IS to 22 cents a pound this year. 
The prospects for a big spring crop of 
lambs is better than it has been for a 
long time. It would take a miracle to 
prevent tbe stockman of the southwest 
making some money this year. There 
Is very little scab and little infection on 
the open range." 


Conditions in the western part of 


New Mexico and in Arizona have not 
been good, particularly among the 
Moqui and Navajo Indians, who have 
been heavy losers of sheep from cold 
weather and deep snows. The govern- 
ment has begun the erection of wind- 
mills on the Indian reservations of New 
Mexico and Arizona to foster the live- 
stock industry.

LARGER STAFFS ARE NEEDED 


Entrance of Italy Imposts Hugs Ntw 
Burdtn on All Our Embassies-^Bsl- 
ligerents Presumtd to Pay the Cost, 
but Suggestion Is Mads That W* 
Do It. 


Washington.—With Italy in the war, 
the United States comes near to being 
the diplomatic clearing house of the 
whole world. 


If the United States should go into 
the war the diplomacy of the world 
would be pear the point of blowing up. 


Austrian diplomatic and consular af­ 
fairs have been turned over in Italy to 
the American officials. 


This will be one more big burden 
shouldered off on 
the overworked 
American agents in several countries. 
Already Americans are handling these 
affairs for warring powers all around 
the world. 


The addition of the complicated con­ 
cerns of Germany, Italy and Austria 
will necessitate special provision of 
more personnel and further drafts on 
this 
country's 
resources of 
people 
trained for this kind of service. 


Until now Italy and the United 
States have been the only first class 
powers not involved in the war. In or­ 
dinary circumstances the Italians would 
have been asked to divide with the 
Americans the duty of playing first 
friend to the warring nations.

RACE SUICIDE LAID 


TO GIRLS’ COLLEGES 


Coeducation Is Urged es the 
More Desirable Course.

ly the ally of Austria and Germany. If 
»he had followed her arrangement 
with them she would have gone into 
the war on their side. 
It was from 
the very beginning apparent that she 
would not do that. 
Both sides were 
exerting every inliuence to enlist her, 
and it was therefore inexpedient for 
either belligerent to intrust its diplo­ 
matic concerns to her. 


Thus the United States from the be­ 
ginning was indicated as the central 
oiiice of diplomacy. 


It would be M?ell nigh impossible to 
catalogue the duties that fall to the 
diplomatic agents of the 
mutually 
friendly power which tikes over this 
set of relations when war breaks out. 
In England, for instance, there was a 
large populatioin of Germans and Aus- 
trians. 
Some were naturalized; some 
were not. 
Many of both classes were 
property owners. 
Some were anxious 
to get out of the country; others were 
Just as anxious that they should not be 
forced out of it. American agents had 
to look after their interests. 


When the war got fairly under way 
camps for prisoners of war began to 
be established in all the warring coun­ 
tries. Complaints came from these, and 
American diplomats had to look after 
the interests of British and French and 
Russian prisoners in Germany and Aus­ 
tria and vice versa. Commissions have 
t>een sent to supplement the efforts of 
the regular diplomatic establishment in 
this regard. 


Kot the least difficult services re­ 
quired of the American consuls and 
diplomats have been in connection 
with the colonial internments of bel­ 
ligerents. 
Thus there have been es­ 
tablished in India, in Canada and in 
Australia special camps for taking 
care of citizens of enemy countries. 
Many hundreds of men are held in 
the 
big internment establishments, 
tvhile their families have required at­ 
tention elsewhere because they have 
not been formally interned, but left 
largely to shift for themselves. These 
cases have created a set of problems, 
Hot new to diplomacy, but never wo 
large »s in the presept war, 


Pittsburgh. — Separate colleges for 
women in the United States should be 
abolished and coeducation substituted, 
according to Professors Roswell John­ 
son and Bertha J. Stutzmann of the 
University of Pittsburgh. 


This conclusion is based on the 
charge that women's colleges contrib­ 
ute largely to race suicide among the 
best elements of the American popula­ 
tion. 


In support of this contention the rec­ 
ords of Wellesley college have been 
analyzed and the results published in 
the Journal of Heredity, the organ of 
the American Genetic association of 
this city. 


The Investigators found that twenty 
years after graduation fewer than one- 
half of the girls have married. These 
have borne only one and one-half chil­ 
dren each. 


Taking all the students into account 
and allowing enough time to elapse so 
that it is probable they will bear no 
more children, the investigators next 
found that the Wellesley girls contrib­ 
ute less than one child each to the 
race—that is, they do not even repro­ 
duce their own number. And the hon­ 
or students, who from a eugenic point 
of view are assumed to be the pick of 
the lot, do only about ft third as well 
as this. 


To maintain a stationary population 
the writers say that every married wo­ 
man should bear four children. From 
this point of view they believe that the 
women’s colleges are hastening the ex­ 
tinction of the old American stock. 


The colleges are blamed for failure 
to give girls an opportunity to meet 
young men and for failure to make 
them desirous or competent to be wives 
and mothers. It is shown statistically 
that the marriage rate of “coeds'* is 
considerably better, and it is remarked 
that at Wellesley the students are for­ 
bidden to receive men callers even on 
Sunday, their only free day. 


Viewed as to marriageability, the in­ 
vestigators consider a woman most at­ 
tractive during her college years, and 
they declare it of vital importance that 
young men should be allowed to meet 
her in that period.

dust clouds.

fantry, for example, hangs in a low, 
thick cloud. 
The longer the cloud 


the more men underneath it, and a 
scout can, by this means, make a fair- 
ly accurate guess of the number of 
men on the march. 


Cavalry on the march sends up a 


dust cloud -that is much higher and 
thinner than that of .infantry. 
The 


most distinctive of these dust clouds, 
however, is that made by wagons and 
heavy guns.

•yenra ago, after his mother deserted 
him, by the Missouri Branch Interna­ 
tional Sunshine society and Is In a fair 
way of becoming as remarkable as 
Helen Keller, according to medical au­ 
thorities, specialists and instructors lu 
the Missouri School For the Blind. 


The child, who three years ago was 
not expected to live and who was de­ 
clared to be mentally defective, Is an 
excellent proof of what care, the prop­ 
er trentment and skilled attention will 
accomplish.
